New Delhi, the 23rd June 1973 

No. 5 /21/73-C5(/). — Tfip rules for a limited departmental 
competitive examination for inclusion in the SelecL Riot for 
the Section Officers’ Grade of the Central Secretariat Service 
to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 1974 
are published for general information. 

2. The number of persons to be selected lor inclusion in 
the Select List will be specified in the Notice issued bv the 
Commission. Reservations shall be made for candidate^ be- 
longing to. the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in 
respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Caslcs/Tribcs mean anv of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Coustiluion (Scheduled Ca.ttcs) Order, 
1950. the C.un'itul/on (Schcdu'ed Castes) (Part C, Sta.cs > 
Order, 1 95 J ; the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order. 
1950, aid die Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Part C 
States) Order 1951. as amended by the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes Lists (Modification) Order. 1956 
read wi h the Bombay Reorganisation Act, I960 and the 
Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966; the Constitution (Jammu 
and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order. 1956 the Constitu- 
tion (Andaman and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes 
Order, 1959. the Constiluljon (Dadra and Nagar Hav :li) 
Scheduled Castes Order, 1962 the Constitution (Dadra and 
Nagar HaveliJ Scheduled Tribes Order. 1962, the Consti- 
tution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 1964, the 
Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh) Order. 
1967. ihe Constitution (Goa. Daman and Din) ^Scheduled 
Castes Order. 1968, thu Constitution (Goa, .Daman and Diu) 
Schcdu'ed Tribes Order, 1968, and the Constitution (Naga- 
land) Scheduled Tribes Order. 1970. 

3. The examination will he conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in the Appen- 
dix to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be he’d shall he fixed by the Commission. 

4. Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary Officer 
of the Assistants’ Grade of the Central Secretariat Service 
who on *he 1st January 1974 satisfies the following conditions, 
shall be eligible to appear at the examination : — 

(1) Length of Service.- — He should have rendered a con- 
tinuous service of not less than 5 years in the Grade 
of Assistants (Centra] Secretariat Service) 

Non:.- Any pe manent or regularly appointed temporary 
officer of Ihe Assistants’ Grade of the Central Secretariat Ser- 
vice who joined the Armed Forces during the period of 
operation of Ihe Proclamation of Emergency issued on 26th 


October, 1962, namely 26lh October, 1962, to 9th January, 
1968, would on reversion from the Armed Forces, be allowed 
to count the period of his service (including the period of 
training, if any) in the Armed Forces towards the prescribed 
minimum service. 

(2) Age. — (a) He should not be more than 45 years 
of age. i.c. he must not have been bom earlier than 
1st July 1929. 

‘‘Provided that a candidate who was born earlier than 1st 
January, 1929 but not earlier than 1st July, 1928 shall also 
be eligible for admission to this examination, as a special 
case. This relaxation would be admissible for the examina- 
tion to be held in 1974 only”. 

(b) Ihe age limit prescribed above will be relaxable in 
the case of a permanent or regularly appointed tem- 
porary officer of the Assistants^ Grade of the Central 
Secretariat Service who joined the Armed Forces 
during the period of operation of the Proclamation 
of Emergency issued on 26th October, 1962 namely 
26th October, 1962 to 9th January, 1968, and who 
has reverted therefrom, to the extent of the period 
of his service (including the period of training, if 
any) in the Armed Forces, 

(c) The age limit prescribed above will be further 
relaxable : 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
tribe; 

(ii) up to maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bona fide displaced person from erstwhile 
East Pakistan and had migrated to Tndia on or 
after 1st January, 1964 but before 25th March, 
1971; 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide displaced person 
from erstwhile East Pakistan and had migrated 
to India on or after 1st January, 1964 but 
before 251h March, 1971; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a resident of the Union Territory of Pondf-’* 
cherry and has received education through the 
medium of French at some stage; 

(v) tip to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Sri Lanka (formerly known as Ceylon) and 
has migrated to India on or after 1st Novem- 
ber, 1964 under the Tndo-Ceylon Agreement of 
October. 1964; 
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(vi) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide repatriate of 
Indian origin from Sri Lanka (formerly known 
as Ceylon ) and has migrated to India on or 
after 1st November, 1964, under the Indo- 
Ceylon Agreement of October, 1964. 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is of Indian origin and has migrated from 
Kenya, Uganda or the United Republic of 
Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st lune 1963; 

(ix) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bom fide repatriate of 
Indian origin from Burma and has migrated 
to India on or after 1st June 1963; 

(x) up lo a maximum of three years in the case 
of Defence Services personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during hostilities with any foreign country 
nr in a disturbed area, and released as u 
consequence thereof; and 

(xi) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel, disabled in opera- 
tions during hostilities with any foreign 
country or in a disturbed area, and released as 
a consequence thereof, who belong to the 
Scheduled Castes- or the Scheduled Tribes; 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMIT PRES- 
CRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

Noth; 1, — Assistants who are on deputation to ex-cadre 
posts with the approval of the competent authority will be 
eligible to be admitted to the examination, if otherwise 
eligible. 

This, however, docs not apply to an Assistant who has been 
appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another Service on 
“transfer ’ and docs not havo a lien in the Assistants’ Grade. 

Note 2. — Assistants of the Central Secretariat Service who 
have opted for appointment to the I.F.S, (B) and have been 
appointed to any grade of that Service in pursuance of such 
option shall not be eligible for admission to the examination. 

Noth, 3. — Tn the case of a Scheduled Caste Assistant given 
ad hue promotion with the benefit of “deemed" date of pro- 
motion during tile period 14th April, 1952 to the 30th April, 
1954, his actual date of promotion as Assistant will be taken 
into consideration for computing the length of service in the 
Assistants’ Grade for the purpose of the above rule. 

5. The decision of th e Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall he final, 

6. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

7. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with or 
of making statements which are incorrect or false or of sup- 
pressing material information or otherwise resorting to any 
other irregular or improper means for obtaining admission to 
the examination, or of using or attempting to use unfair 
means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in the 
examination hall, may, in addition to rendering himself liable 
to criminal prosecution ; — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period 
by the Commission from admission to any examina- 
tion or appearance at any interview held by the 
Commission for selection of candidates; and 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules. 

8 Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission to the examination. 

9. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexure I 
to the Commission’s Notice. 
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10. After the examination, candidates will be arrangecTby 
the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion to be qualified by the examination shall be recommended 
for inclusion in the Select List of the Section Officers’ Grade 
up to the required number. 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Schedul- 
ed Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of tho general stand- 
ard, be recommended by the Commission by a lalaxed 
standard to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, 
subject to the fitness of these candidates for inclusion in 
die Select List for the Section Officers’ inespectivc of 
their ranks in the order of merit at the examination, 

Note. — Candidates should clearly understand that this is 
a competitive and not a qualifying examination. Tho number 
of persons to be included in the Select List for th e Section 
Officers’ Glade on the results of the examination is entirely 
within the competence of Government to decide. No candi- 
date will, therefore, have any claim for inclusion in the Select 
List on the basis of his performance in this examination, as a 
matter of right. 

11. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of tile examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

12. Success in the examination confers no right to selection 
unloss Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as may be 
considered necessary, that the candidate is eligible and suit- 
able in all respects for selection. 

Provided thut the decision as lo ineligibility for selection 
in the case of any candidate recommended for selection by 
the Commission shall be taken in consultation with the Com- 
mission. 

13. A candidate, who. after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
in the Central Secretariat Service, or otherwise quits the 
Service or severs his connection with it, or whose services are 
terminated by his Department, or who is appointed to an e.t- 
cadre post or to another service on 'transfer' and docs not 
have a lien in th c Assistants’ Grade, will not be eligible for 
appointment on the results of this examination. 

This, however, does not apply to an Assistant who has been 
appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post with the approval 
of the competent authority, 

14. The seniority of candidates who joined the Armed 
Forces during the period of operation of trie Proclamation of 
Emergency issued on 26th October, 1962, namely 26th Octo- 
ber, 1962, to 9th lanuary, 1968 and who could not compete 
at the Section Officers’ Grade Limited Departmental Compe- 
titive Examination^) held during the period of their service 
in the Armed Forces shall be regulated in accordance with 
the special orders issued by the Government of India in this 
behalf, in case ihey are finally recommended for inclusion 
in the Select List for the Section Officers’ Grade on the results 
of the examination,

CRIBED ABOVE SHALE IN NO CASE BE RELAXED 

(d) Stenography Test.- — Unless exempted from passing the 
Institute’s Stenography Test for the purpose of confinnation 
or continuance in Grade 111 of the Central Secrc'ariat 
Stenographers Service/Stenographers’ Sub-Cadre of the Indian 
Foreign Service (B), he should have passed this Test on or 
before the date of no'.ifiealioi of the examination 

Note.— Grade UT Stenographers who are on deputation to 
cx-cadr e posts with the approval of the competent 
authority and those having a lien in Grade ITT of 
the Service will be eligible to be admitted to the 
examination, if otherwise eligible. 

This, however, does not apply to a Grade III Stenographer 
who has been appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another 
Service on "transfer” and does not have a lien in Grade 111 
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of the Central Secretariat Stenographers' Service /Steno- 
graphers' Sub-Cadre of Indian Foreign ServicetB). 

5. The decision of the Institute as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

6. No candidate will be admitted to the examination un- 
less he holds a certificate of admission from the Institute. 

7. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in para 5 of the 
Institute's Notice. 

8. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his canidalurc by any means may be held by ine 
Institute to be a conduct which would disqualify him for 
admission to the examination. 

9. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Insti- 
tute guility or impersonation or of submitting fabricated docu- 
ment or documents which have been tampered with or of 
making statements which are incorrect or false or of 
suppressing material information or otherwise resorting to 
any other irregular or improper means for obtaining admis- 
sion to the examination, or of using or attempting to use 
unfair means in the examination hall, or of misbehaviour in 
the examination hall may. in addition to rendering liimsclf 
liable to criminal prosecution : — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period by 
the Institute from admission to any examination or 
appearance at any interview held by the Institute 
for selection of candidates; and 

(b) bo liable to disciplinary aclion under the appropriate 
rules. 

10. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by th« Institute, in two separate lists, in the order of merit 
as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded to each 
candidate; and in that order so many candidates as are found 
by the Institute to be qualified by the examination shall be 
recommended for inclusion in the Select List of Grade II of 
the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service and Steno- 
graphers' Sub-Cadre of Indian Foreign Service (B) up to the 
required number. 

Non-;. Candidates should clearly understand that this is a 
competitive and not a qualifying examination. The 
number of persons to be included in the Select List 
for Grade li of the Central Secretariat Stenographers 
Service and Stenographers’ Sub-Cadre of Indian 
Foreign Service (B) on the results of the examina- 
tion is entirely within the competence of Government 
to decide. No candidate will, therefore, have any 
claim for inclusion in the Select List on the basis 
of his performance in this examination as a matter 
of right. 

11. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Institute in its discretion and the Institute will not 
enter into correspondence with them regarding the result. 

12. Success in the examination confers no right to selec- 
tion, unless Government arc satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is eligible 
and suitable in all respects for selection. 

13. A candidate, who after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
in the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service or Steno- 
graphers’ Sub-Cadre of Indian Foreign Service (B), or other- 
wise quits the Service or severs his connection with it, or 
whose services are terminated by his Department or who is 
appointed to an cx-cadre post or to another service on 
“transfer” and docs not have a lien in Grade III of the 
Central Secretarial Stenographers Service or Grade III of 
Stenographers’ Sub-Cadre of Indian Foreign Service (B) 
will not be eligible for appointment on the results of this 
Examination. 

This, however, does not apply to a Grade UT S:c:ur n.phrr 
who has been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post 
with the approval of the competent authority.

2. The syllabus for the Written Test and the scheme of 
the shorthand Tests will be as shown in the Schedule to this 
Appendix. 

3. Candidates arc allowed the option to answer paper (ii) 
General Knowledge, of the Written Test, cither in Hindi 
(Devanagari) or in English. The option will apply to the 
complete paper and not to a part thereof. 

CANDIDATES WHO OPT TO ANSWER THE AFORE- 
SAID PAPER IN HINDI (DEVANAGARI) WILL BE 
REQUIRED TO TAKE THE SHORTHAND TESTS, ALSO

answer paper (ii) General Knowledge, of the

will be assumed that they will take the Written 
Test and Shorthand Tests in English, 

The option once exorcised shall be treated as final, and no 
request for alteration in the said column shall be entertained. 

NOTE 2. — A candidate wishing to take the examination at 
an Indian Mission abroad and exercising the 
option to answer paper (ii) General Knowledge 
and lake the Stenography Tests in Hindi in 
terms of para 3 above, may be required to appear 
at his own expense, for the Stenography Tests at 
any Indian Mission abroad where necessary 
arrangements for holding such tes s are available.

6. Candidates must write the papers in their own hand. In 
no circumstances will they be allowed the help of a scribe to 
write answers for them.

Standard and syllabus of die written test 

NOTE. — The standard of the question papers in Part A 
will be approximately that of the Matriculation examination 
of Indian University. 

English . — -T he paper will be designed to test the candidate’s 
knowledge of English Grammar and Composition, and gene- 
rally their power to understand and ability to write correct 
English. Account will be taken of arrangement, general 
expression and workmanlike use of the language. The paper 
may include questions on essay writing; precis writing; draft- 
ing; correct use of words; easy idioms and prepositions; 
direct and indirect speech, etc. 

CiciSj , ;./ Knowledge . — Some knowledge of the Constitu- 
tion of India, Five Year Plans, Indian History and Culture, 
General and Economic Geography of India, current events, 
everyday science and such matters of every day observation 
as may be expected of an educated person. Candidates’ 
answers are expected to show their intelligent understanding 
of the questions and not detailed knowledge of any lest 
book. 

PART— B 

Scheme of Shorthand Teds 

The Shorthand Tests in English will comprise two dicta- 
tion tests, one at 120 words per minute for seven minutes 
and another at 100 words per minute for ten minutes, which 
the candidates will he required to transcribe in 45 and 50 
minutes respectively. 

The Shorthand Tests in Hindi will comprise two dictation 
tests, one at 120 words per minute for seven minutes and 
another at 100 words per minute for 10 minutes, which the 
candidates will be required to transcribe in fit) and 65 minutes 
respectively.

RESOLUTION 

No, 32/2/72 -NS . — Malnutrition and undernutrition cons- 
titute in India, one of the most immediate and serious hazards 
to the growth and development of the children particularly 
for the infants in the age-group 0-3 years, \ ‘Special Nutri- 
tion Programme’ was introduced from the financial year 
1970-71 to supply the children in the age group 0-3 years 
nutritional foods to supplement the diet that they would get 
in their homes. The scope of the programme was extended 
from the year 1971-72 to cover all pre school children upto 
tb? age o[ 6, as well as the expectant and nursing mothers, 

2. Government of India are of the view that a body com- 
prising of the representatives of th c Ministries participating 
in the programme and prominent non-officials should cons- 
tantly appraise 1h c working of (he programme and help the 
formulation of thc correct policies and plans in this regard. 
Government of Tndia have accordingly decided to constitute 
an Advisory Committee for the ‘Special Nutrition Programme’. 
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3, Functions of the Advisory Committee : The Advisory 
Committee will generally advise the Government on all 
matters pertaining to the implementation of the ‘Special 
Nuti/tion Programme’, and in particular 

(a) Tender advice on the formulation of the policies 
and plans for the ‘Special Nutrition Programme’, 
and 

(b) Rei iew the implementation of the ‘Special Nutrition 
Programme' in the tribal and the urban slum arcus 
and assess the benefits resulting therefrom, with a 
view to suggesting improvements or changes in the 
ptogramme to ensure the maximum benefits from 
the programme for the maximum number of 
children, 

4. Composition of the Advisory Committee : 

(a) Chairman 

Additional Secretary, Department of Social Welfare, 
Government of Indiai will be the Chairman of the 
Advisory Committee. 

( b ) Members 

There will be not more than 22 members of the Advi- 
sory Committee. Nutrition Division in the Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare will function as Secretarial 
of the Advisory Committee and the Director (Nutri- 
tion) will be its Secretary. 

All the members of the Advisory Committee will be nomi- 
nated by the Government of India, and will include — 

(1) non-officials connected with the Voluntary Organi- 
sations; 


(2) Social Workers; and 

(3) Representatives from some of the State Govern- 
ments, Genual Ministries participating in the ‘Special 
Nutrition Programme’ and the Planning Commission, 
Representatives from the Central Social Welfare 
Board, Modern Bakeries (India) Ltd,, Indian Dairy 
Development Corporation and other agencies con- 
nected with the ‘Special Nutrition Programme’ or 
engaged in research on nutrition or allied subjects. 

The persons as per list at Annexure ‘A’ to this resolution are 
hereby nominated to be members of the Advisory Committee 
for the ‘Special Nutrition Programme’ for a period of one 
year from the date of this resolution. 

5. Tenwe of the Advisory Committee : 

The Committee will normally hold office for a period of one 
year. Government may extend this period, 

6. Meeting of the Advisory Committee: 

The Committee will ordinarily meet not less than once in 
six months, 

7. This supersedes Resolutions No. 27/2/70— NS dated 25th 
January 1971 and No, 27/2/70— NS dated 25th January, 
1972.
